Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Services  for  the  year  1942. 

The  report  is  curtailed  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

The  year  under  review  showed  a further  increase  in  the  birth  rate, 
the  rate  for  live  births  rising  from  15.2  in  1941  to  16.8  in  1942,  and  a 
further  fall  in  the  death  rate,  from  13.1  in  1941  to  12.2  in  1942. 
There  was  noted  fall  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  in  1942  and  again 
only  one  death  recorded  as  associated  with  childbirth. 

The  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  Respiratory  Diseases  was 
continued,  and  there  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
Cancer.  A marked  fall  was  noted  in  1942  as  compared  with  1941,  in 
deaths  due  to  Road  Traffic  accidents  which  fell  from  14  to  4. 

The  rising  incidence  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Venereal 
Diseases  is  a subject  of  grave  concern  as  the  increase  in  1942  was  30% 
over  the  1941  figures. 

The  notifications  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  again  shows  an 
increase  as  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculous  disease,  but  a fall  in  numbers  of 
tuberculous  disease  other  than  pulmonary. 

With  the  exception  of  the  rise  in  incidence  of  Venereal  Diseases 
and  Tuberculosis,  both  preventable,  the  standards  by  which  we  may 
measure  the  health  of  the  population  are  maintaining  a good  level 
under  war  conditions. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
Committees  for  their  collaboration  and  all  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  assistance  throughout  the  year.

It  was  estimated  that  at  the  end  of  1942,  36%  of  Ipswich  children 
under  5 years  and  57%  of  children  of  school  age  had  been  immunised 


1 he  figures  in  the  above  table  indicate  a considerable  quarter!’, 
inciease  in  immunisation  in  the  group  of  children  under  5 years  of  age. 
It  was  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the  best  time  for 
immunisation  was  at  the  first  birthday  and  accordingly  active  steps 
ha\e  been  taken  in  Ipswich  by  the  Health  \ isitors  to  encourage  parents 
to  respond  to  the  Minister’s  appeal  and  allow  their  children  to  be 
immunised  before  going  to  school.  The  results  of  their  efforts  are 
encouraging,  but  there  still  remains  a great  deal  of  reticence  and 
prejudice  on  the  part  of  the  parents  to  follow  this  essential  advice. 

In  the  eaily  pait  of  the  year  a campaign  was  carried  out  in  connec- 
tion with  children  of  school  age  and  the  Head  Teachers  of  all  schools 
co-operated  in  the  scheme.  The  results  of  this  campaign  will  be  seen 
in  the  figures  for  the  September  Quarter.  Unhappily  the  number  in 
the  December  Quarter  fell  to  less  than  half  that  of  September,  but  even 
then  the  figure  was  much  better  than  in  the  two  first  Quarters  of  the 
year. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  personal  contact  with  the  parent  by  the 
Health  Visitor  is  the  best  means  of  propaganda  and  although  this 
is  extremely  desirable,  the  number  of  calls  at  present  on  the  Health 
\ isitoi  s time  aie  such  that  they  cannot  devote  as  much  time  as  desired 
to  the  immunisation  scheme. 

However,  concentration  upon  the  under  5 years  group  will  result, 
it  is  hoped,  in  providing  a more  or  less  protected  group  of  children 
when  the  time  comes  for  them  to  attend  school. 
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SCABIES. 


There  is  definite  evidence  of  an  increase  of  Scabies  at  the  present 
time,  but  it  is  very  difficult  to  submit  statistical  proof  as  the  condition 
is  not  notifiable.  A guide  to  the  position  will  be  found  in  the  following 
Table,  which  gives  the  number  of  children  treated  for  Scabies  at  the 
Minor  Ailments  Treatment  Clinic  in  three  pre-war  years  and  three  war 
years.

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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


The  Ministry  of  Health  has  carried  out,  over  recent  months, 
a big  national  propaganda  campaign  to  focus  the  attention  of  the  public 
upon  this  subject  and  to  explain  to  the  man  in  the  street  the  im- 
portance of  understanding  the  dangers  of  these  diseases  and  the  means 
whereby  treatment  can  be  obtained. 

This  national  effort  has  been  supported  by  local  efforts,  some  of 
which  are  going  on  to-day. 

An  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Venereal  Diseases  is  always 
anticipated  during  periods  when  the  country  is  at  war,  accompanied 
as  such  times  are  with  the  changed  conditions  of  life  for  many  men  and 
the  influx  into  the  towns  of  Service  men  from  all  over  the  country,  and 
in  this  war,  from  many  other  nations. 

■It  would  be  interesting,  therefore,  to  compare  the  incidence  of 
Venereal  Disease  in  Ipswich  (as  manifested  in  the  records  of  \ enereal 
Diseases  Treatment  Centre)  in  this  war  with  that  of  the  last  war  and 
of  normal  peace  time.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  question  of  Tuberculosis  received  attention  by  the  public 
during  1942  on  account  of  the  fact  that  statements  appeared  in  the 
Press  as  to  increased  incidence  and  later  in  the  year  the  Minister  brought 
forward  proposals  for  allowances  to  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  undergoing  approved  treatment  and  also  indicated  the 
arrangements  to  be  made  for  assisting  early  diagnosis  by  means  of 
miniature  X-Ray  photographs. 

These  last  two  matters  are  receiving  active  attention  now  and  will 
prove  of  the  greatest  possible  benefit  to  the  patient  and  his  family  in 
deriving  the  maximum  benefit  of  the  treatment  provided  and  in  many 
cases  an  earlier  return  in  a fitter  condition  to  actual  employment. 

As  to  incidence  in  Ipswich,  this  may  be  measured  by  comparing 
the  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  received  during  the  war  years 
(1940-42)  with  those  of  pre-war  days  (1937-1939)  and  again  with  those 
obtaining  in  the  last  war  (1915-1918).

In  general,  a satisfactory  standard  in  this  section  w'as  maintained 
and  the  rise  in  the  percentage  of  defects  w'as  mainly  due  to  the  rise 
in  the  incidence  of  abnormal  conditions  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  and, 
further,  an  unprecedented  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies 
referred  and  dealt  with.  This  latter  point  was  noted  throughout  the 
country.  In  regard  to  this  increased  incidence  of  Scabies,  there  was 
a considerable  amount  of  doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  diagnosis. 
I his  was  mainly  due  to  the  infestation  taking  on  a form  not  of  the 
usual  variety  and  a number  of  cases  so  labelled  were  kept  under 
observation  and  treated  more  as  a precautionary  measure.  Fortunately, 
the  majority  recovered  with  short  terms  of  treatment. 

In  Table  I.,  the  usual  “following-up”  examinations  are  included 
in  Other  Inspections.”  A satisfactory  standard  in  this  section  was 
maintained. 


Verminous  Conditions  (See  Table  V.)  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin. 

The  usual  statistics  in  regard  to  the  cleanliness  inspections  in 
schools  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year  are  noted. 
In  regard  to  verminous  infestations,  a high  standard  is  still  attaining 
among  the  school  population.

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department. 

699  cases  have  been  noted  as  requiring  treatment  and,  during  the 
year,  354  children  were  sent  to  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  as 
to  surgical  intervention.  This  is  compared  with  141  in  1941  and  117 
in  1940.  255  children  received  surgical  treatment  for  abnormal  tonsils 
and  adenoids,  compared  with  82  in  1941  and  31  in  1940.  In  addition, 
709  children  were  marked  for  observation  under  this  heading.

Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year,  2 pulmonary  and  2 non-pulmonary  cases  were 
discovered,  whilst  93  children  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  for  investigation. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  an  increased  number  of  children 
referred  to  the  I uberculosis  Officer  for  investigation  and,  fortunately, 
practically  all  proved  negative  to  manifestations  of  tuberculous  disease.’ 

This  section  must  be  considered  with  the  increased  number  of 
abnormal  tonsils  and  adenoids  which  give  rise  to  vague  respiratory 
signs  and  symptoms  and  therefore  require  further  investigation. 

Surgical  Tuberculosis:  Institutional  Treatment. 

One  boy  was  admitted  to  the  East  Suffolk  and  Ipswich  Hospital 
for  Surgical  Tuberculosis  and  1 boy  was  admitted  to  a special  ward 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DENTAL 
DEPARTMENT  FOR  1942. 

Although  t he  difficulties  due  to  war  conditions  have  obviously 
not  lessened  in  any  wav,  the  work  of  the  dental  department  has 
continued  satisfactorily. 

Mr.  R.  Cuthill,  the  Senior  Assistant  Dental  Surgeon,  was 
called  up  for  the  Army  Dental  Corps  on  June  6th,  1942. 

Dr.  J.  D.  King  of  the  Medical  Research  Council,  London, 
carried  out  an  investigation  of  the  incidence  of  Mottled  Enamel 
present  in  the  teeth  of  Ipswich  children  at  Northgate  School  on 
October  12th,  13th  and  14th.  The  results  of  his  investigation  will 
no  doubt  prove  interesting  when  they  are  made  known. 

During  the  vear,  89  visits  were  made  to  Elementary  and  the 
Northgate  Schools.

During  the  year,  dental  inspection  of  the  pupils  in  the  boys’ 
and  girls’  departments  of  the  Northgate  School  was  carried  out.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDED 
DECEMBER  3 1st,  1942.

Miss  R.  Ayles  was  granted  leave  of  absence  to  join  the  Auxiliary 
Territorial  Service  from  31st  December,  1941,  and  Miss  M.  R. 
Luffman  was  appointed  temporarily  in  her  place  as  from  22nd  June, 
1942. 

Supervision  of  the  work  in  the  Schools  has  been  maintained  and 
earnest  endeavour  to  assist  and  guide  teachers  in  all  possible  ways 
has  been  made  with  satisfactory  success.  The  difficulty  of  Staffing 
has  become  increasingly  acute,  particularly  in  the  Senior  Departments, 
due  to  loss  of  teachers  to  H.M.  Forces.  Despite  this  the  work,  in 
most  cases,  has  received  reasonable  consideration  and  the  schools 
continue  to  derive  benefit  from  the  inclusion  of  physical  education 
in  the  curriculum. 

In  the  junior  and  Infant  Departments  it  is  felt  that  not  only  has 
the  standard  of  work  been  maintained  but  in  many  cases  it  has  been 
raised  and  a sound  foundation  laid  for  a continuance  of  a progressively 
high  standard  in  the  immediate  future. 

Present  conditions  make  the  inclusion  of  sound  physical  educa- 
tion even  more  important  than  under  normal  peace-time  conditions.
